Report on Baptist Orphanage. 
Upon investigation your Committee submits the fol- 
lowing report: 
The Orphanage is located in Jackson, Miss., and it was 
incorporated by the proper State authorities July 13, 1894, 
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with L. S. Foster as Superintendent of the home. 

The great object of this home is that all helpless white 
orphan boys in Mississippi under nine years of age who 
shall make application may be given a home. irrespective 
of what has been the faith of their parents. The Orphan 
age was opened in May, 1897, in a rented house, though it 
owned 112 acres of land. Ninety-six! orphans have been 
matriculated. Some of this number have been taken into 
good homes; fifty-one are still cared for. - Besides the 112 
acres ot land in a fihe state of cultivation which has doubled 
in its value since its purchase, there are two neat cottages, 
a Superintendent's home. printing office, furniture. stock, 
artesian well, sewerage system, a tank engine and other 
improvements, with a conservative estimate as given «by 
Bro. Foster which are worth $18,000. | The receipts during 
December were $3,728.24 more than was received in any 
one month during the entire work of the Orphanage. Dur- 
ing the year just closed they received $9,699.80, while on 
the preceding year they received $5,354.24, which is nearly 
double the preceding year. Besides this in actual cash, 
boxes of clothing and private gifts amgunted to $1,200 plus 
a car load of coal by the Columbia Club of Jackson, and a 
case of shoes by Bro. F. B. Fox of Jackson.

motherless and homeless children, and yet all of these help- 
less ones could not be given homes. Lét these good things 
that have been done recently and that are needed to be done 
in the future arotise us to our fullest sense of christian du- 
ty “Pure religion and undefiled betore God and the Fath- 
er 1s this, to. visit the fatherless and widows in their afflic- 
tion, and to keep himself unspotted from the world.’’

Of the twenty-eight churches represented in the Asso- 
ciation, only fourteen report a Sunday School—some follow- 
ing up the recommendation of last yeai’s report, that of 
maintaining a Sunday School at least nine months in the 
year, others have a school throughout the entire year; 
while in most of our churches the Sunday School continues 
but a short time, or is never organized.

needs that evergreen Sunday Schools can, and must, supply. 
The Sunday School is an indispensable factor in our 
churches, and should have, therefore, the most earnest and 
serious consideration of both pastor and people. We urge 
tliat the schools now in existence be carried on to perfection, 
and that the churches having no Suuday School organize 
at once, and continue in like manner for the Cause of Christ 
and the glory of the Father.

The evangilization of the world is the primary object 
of all preaching. To teach the gospel is the one great duty 
enjoined upon the followers of our great Lord and Master. 
The “‘Go"’ 4 the last commission is a command which 
every christian who discharges his whole duty to his loving 
Lord must feel so powerfully that he will be moved to an 
active, living interest in obeying his Saviour’s orders, which 
are, ‘Go preach, teaching and baptizing; go after: seek the 
individual needing instruction.'’ The lesson to be taught 
is the Gospel; the power of God to salvatlon No apparent 
failure, no manner of discouragement can fotm a valid ex- 
cuse for our failure to discharge our whole duty in carrying 
out both the letter and the spirii of the cOmmission. 

Home Mission means a greatdeal. Ourever-widening 
field now attempted to be occupied by the Home Mission 
Board of the Southern Baptist Convention, is not only a 
vast country, but millions of people present themselves, 
consisting of our own people suppiemented by gre-t num- 
bers of foreigners from every part of the globe, ti <ing to 
our shores and starving for the Bread of Life, 

We must enlarge our work on all the fields now occu- 
pied in the Southern States, Indian Territory, Oklahoma, 
New Mexico, Old Mexico and Cuba. 

Your Committee would recommend that pastors invent 
some plan to reach the people and elicit a cotribution, how- 
ever small, from every one, and thus cultivate them in the 
gtace or giving. Not half of all our churches have been 
reached by the Board, and hardly one in ten of the member- 
ship give one cent toward this sacred command in which 
we need to abound more and more.

Report on State Missions. 


Perhaps there has been no period in the history of the 
StateJwhen the earnest, wide-awake Baptist has seen greater 
need for State Missions than now. Industrial life greets 
the eye everywhere. 

The increase of population, especially in towns and 
cities; the building up of new towns; the of 
sections by new lines of railroad; the i t of large 
manufactory plants; these all demand that as a people we 
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keep in the very forefront, holding what we have, project- 
ing new work and constantly enlarging, lengthening the 
cords and strengthening the stakes. 

As we build up the work at home the more are we en- 
abled to enlarge the work abroad, and the more we enlarge 
the work abroad the more we must strengthen the work at 
home. 

Our State mission work is constantly growing in its 
efficiency and favor with our people. The reports from the 
several fields are most, gratifying. 

In North, South and Central Mississippi and in the 
Yazoo and Mississippi Delta one word may be taken as ex- 
pressing the history of the last year's work, namely, ‘‘pro- 


About $10,000 were most profitably spent in this work 
last year. The Convention Board recommends an increase 
of 25 per cent in the work this year, which means that $13,- 
500 must be raised for State Missions if the recommendation 
be carried out. Your Committee would recommend that 
the Tippah Association raise $500 of this amount.

Too many professed christians are ever ready to adopt 
Paul’s suggestion to Timothy without waiting to see that 
the same conditions exist in their own cases as did in the 
other; and judgiag frow .e quantity taken their stomachs 
are in much worse condition than was Timothy’s, and if not 
in the beginning they soon will be, 

We are glad that public opinion has undergone such a 
radical change that it is no longer respectable to be even 
‘‘gentlemanly drunk,’’ and that the number of men who 
‘touch not, taste not, hanale not,’’ is growing larger every 
year, and in every community young men are found who 
can proudly and truthfully say that they do not know the 
taste of intoxicating liquors. 

Mississippi is largely a prohibition State, which is but 
the outgrowth of a healthy public sentiment; but unfortu- 
nately, in many communities the ‘‘blind tiger’’ and the

Report on Education. 

Education is development, and this development is 
threefold: intellectual, moral and physical; its purpose is to 
prepare the individual for complete living, that is to fulfill 
as perfectly as possible the end for which he was created. 
The educated man, then, is not the scholar, nor the right- 
eous man, nor the gladiator alone, but a well balanced com 
bination of the three. 

It is gratifying to see how our people haye awakened 
and are awaking to a realization of their latent powers and 
possibilities; but it is sad that some of them have hot yet 
emerged from the Dark Ages. 

There was a time when fathers would toil diligently 
and labor perseveringly. to accumulate wealth that their 
children might roll in luxury and shine in jewels, when 
scarcely any attention was given to the improvement of the 
mind; but that age has passed, men have grown wiser, they 
have learned that riches often take wings and fly away. It 
is now conceded that the best and richest legacy a man can 
leave his children is a good education; and whatever sac- 
tifice he makes to this end need never be regretted, for the 
destiny of the youth, the prosperity of the church to a_ cer- 
tain extent, and even our nation’s pride and boast depends 
upon the training and development of the youth of onr land. 

Every parent is conjured by the strongest ties of kin- 
dred affections, by the sacred ashes on Liberty’s altar, by 
the promptings of weeping and depraved humanity, and by 
a love of his offspring to educate his children that they may 
be competent guardians of their liberties. Let each parent 
remember that knowledge, like virtue, has its own reward; 
and whatever may be expended in securing these treasures 
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tor their childrez will be gathered up many days hence. 
Let them remember to educate their children, they will rise 
up and bless their memory for it; they will be objects wor- 
thy of their pride and consolation in their declining: years. 

To those who “re not financially able to take a college 
or university course we recommend that they utilize the ad- 
vantages offered by the high schools of our Association; to 
those who anticipate taking a college course we enthusiastic- 
ally recommend Blue Mountain College for girls and Miss- 
issippi College for boys and young meu. 

And whereas the movement is now on foot to raise the 
endowment of Mississippi College to one hundred thousand 
dollars we most earnestly recommend thateach church in 
the Association set apart one month forthis work and at 
the end of same, take up a collection for this purpose.

ArTICLE 1.| This Association shall be called the Tip- 
pah Baptist Association. 

ArT. 2. It shall be composed of persons who shall be 
duly elected delegates by the respective churches belonging 
to this union. The Moderator, Clerk and the Executive 
Board shall be officio members of the next Session: 

ArT. 3. The delegates representing the different 
churches, shall, at the opening of each Association, present 
the letters specifying their appointments and also showing 
the number baptized, received by letter, dismissed, exclud- 
ed, restored and dead, during the year with the whole num- 
ber in fellowship. 

ArT. 4. Every church belonging to this body shall be 
entitled to three delegates until they number 50 members, 
and then one for each 50 over that number. 

ArT. 5. Churches of this union failing to represent 
themselves for three successive meetings shall be considered 
as dropped by the Association. 

ArT. 6. Newchurches may be admitted into this 
body, signifying their wishes by letter and delegates, pro- 
vided these be orthodox and are willing to walk in fellow- 
ship with us. 

ArT. 7. This Association shall have a Moderator, 
Clerk and Treasurer, who shall be chosen at each annual 
meeting (by private ballot) so soon as the letters from the 
churches are read and members’ names enrolled. 

Art. 8. This body shall have no power to adopt rules 
that shall infringe upon the independence and rights of 
churches, yet it may drop such churches as may become 
disorderly, either in doctrine or discipline. 

ArT. 9. This body shall have a fund for its ex : 
and churches may send up funds for Domestic and Foreign 
Missions, or for the Bible cause. This Association will 
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take charge of such funds and appropriate them as designat- 
ed by the churches. 

Art. 10. If anv church havea difficulty with an- 
other church, we advise them to take steps laid down in the 
18th chapter of Matthew, and no difficulty between churches 
shall be entertained by this body unless such steps have 
been taken. 

ArT. 11. Whenchurches of this union have gifts 
which they deem worthy of ordination, we advise them to 
call on sister churches for two or more ministers to set apart 
such gifts to the work of the gospel ministry, 4 cording to 
the New Testament, and we advise all presbywrics in the 
ordination of ministers and deacons and constitution of 
churches, to be governed by the abstract of principles of 
this Association. 

ArT. 12. This Association shall correspond with sister 
Associations of the same faith and order. 

Art. 13. The minutes of this body shall be read, cor- 
rected and signed by the Moderator and Clerk, before the 
session rises. No session shall adjourn, unless in extraor- 
dinary cases, until it has finished all its business. 

Arr. 14. The Association shall have an Executive 
Board, consisting of the Treasurer, Clerk and six other 


members, who shall be chosen annually. 

Art. 15. This Constitution may be altered or amend- 
ed at any annaal meeting by majority of two-thirds of the 
members present. 


Abstract of Faith. 


1. We believe in only one living and true God; the 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost, and these three are one. 

2. We believe the Bible to be the Word ef God, and 
it is our only rule of faith and practice. 

We believe in the total depravity of human nature, 
and that man is dead in trespasses and in sin. 

4. We believe that salvation is the gift of God by 
grace, through faith in the Lord Jesus Christ, and that sin- 
ners are justified in the sight of God alone by the imputed 
righteousness of Jesus Christ, which is unto and with them 
that believe. 

5. We believe ini the doctrine of election that God has 
from the beginning chosen us to salvation through sanctifi- 
cation of the spirit and belief of the truth. 

6. We believe that the Holy Spirit _ accompanies the 
Word of God in the salvation of man, in answer to prayer 
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of Christians. 

7- We believe in the final preservation of the saints, 
and that all who truly believe shall be eternally saved. 

8. We believe in baptism by immersion alone, and 
that none but true believers are proper subjects of the ordi- 
nance, and that none but regularly baptized and ordained 
ministers have a right to administer it, and that it is a pre- 
requisite to the Lord’s Supper, and that all who’ ¢ome to 
the Lord’s table must come according to the Lord’s Word. 

9. We believe that a gospel church is a band of true 
believers in Christ, who have been regularly baptized upon 
a profession of their faith in Him, and that there are but 
two officers in the church, the Elder or Pastor and the 
Deacon. 

10. We believe it to be the duty of each church to ex- 
tend and circulate the Word of God as far as_ their means 
will enable them to do. 

tt. We believe in the resurrection of the bodies of 
men, and in a future and general judgment, and that the 


happiness of the righteous and the punishment of the wick- 
ed shall be eternal. 


Report of Executive Board. 

Dear Brethren of the Tippah Baptist Association :— 
Allow us to submit the following joint Report of our work, 
commencing Septeyiver, 1900, ending September, 1901: 

We met the 4th Sunday in September last 5 ear, taking 
under advisement thé general interest of our Associational 
demands. 

It was belfeved by all the members Of the Committee 
present that to prosectite the work to the best advantage, 
and thoroughly enlist our churches in actively assisting the 
same, we should adopt some means of direct personal ap- 
peal. To meet this important demand the two Boards as- 
sumed the responsibility of publishing and circulating a 
little periodical known as the ASSOCIATIONAL WORKER, 
sending it to some member of every Baptist home within 
our limits, the name of which could be procured through 
the church clerk. 

_We launched the Worker November Ist, 1900, after 
having elected Rey. J. R. Carter chief editor, and contract- 
ing with Hon S. Joe Owen to publish the same at $12.50 
per issue of 800 monthly copies, a price, as we all believed, 
barely covering the prime cost of material and press work. 
We fixed the price of the WorxkER at 25 cents per annum, 
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trusting to those to whom the paper was mailed to pay for 
it. Only 300 copies have as yet been paid for, making $75. 
Counting expenses for mailing and other minor demands 
there is yet due about $65 that has not been met by paid- 
up 25 cent subscriptions. Something like 800 copies have 
gone out every month into, mainly, Baptist homes, filled : 
a such information as we thought would interest and 
ify. 

Just how much has been accomplished, time and  eter- 
nity must reveal. We believe, however, much good has : 
been effected through the information carried through its 
columns, as evinced by our increased contributions and glo- 
rious protracted meetings, would seemingly indicate. 

At our October meeting the Board arranged for a New- i 
Century Campaign for November. A dozen or more meet- i 
ings were held in different parts of the Assogiation which 
were very well atrcended. The discussions by many of our 
best brethren were earnest and »elpful, and the collections 
good. The New Century Committee, according to the in- 
structions of the Assuciation, called a meeting of our Pas- 
tors, to meet with the Committee, to discuss plans for the 

enlistment of our membership. Tuesday aiter the 
4th Sunday in November was the time appointed to meet; 
having arranged for Bio. W. M. Burr of Greenville to meet 
with us, and all our pastors were uotified, but only three 
came; hence nothing was done. 

We appointed four meetings for the 5th Sunday in st 
March. ‘Two ot them failed on account of smallpox in the ; ! e. 
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communities in which they were to be held. The other two 
were fairly good meetings. 

Four meetings were appointed for the 5th Sunday in 
June, which were well attended and heipful meetings. 

We are sorry to report that five of the churches in the 
bounds of*this Association have been without pastors dur- 
ing the year, viz: Oak Grove, New Prospect, Pleasant 
Hill, Tippah, Chewalla and Shady Grove( Union. ) 

At a meeting in February the Board took under con- . 
sideration these pastorless churches, and decided that in as 4 
much as we were in debt for work done last year, it would 
be unwise to undertake further work until we had met pre- 
vious ions; decided further that we would employ the 
best talent we could command in severe ave Ore 
summer, at as many of these pastorless churches and - 
tute communities as should desire such meetings. 
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Work Done. 


At the sth Sunday meeting in March at New Prospect, 
arrangements were made for Bro. Geo. Floyd to serve that 
church as pastor for the rest of the year, but from some 
cause the arrangements did not materialize and the church 
is yet without a pastor. 

Chewalla has had evening preaching by Brother J. A. 
Rodgers. Shady Grove, on investigation, was found to be 
about dead, without hope or real need of reviving it. We 
have arranged with Bro. J. A. Autry to hold a six or eight 
days’ meeting with Oak Grove church Bro. Lawrence, 
under the direction of the Board, has j. « -losed a meeting 
of six days at Pleasant Hill, in which there was a fine in- 
terest and the old church was greatly revived. With an 
earnest and faithful pastor we are hopeful that this church 
will resume her former high standing asa great light in our 
Association. 

In the judgment of the Board, New Prospect ought to 
be self-sustaining, and not chargeable to the Board. 

Bro. H. L. Finley has been engaged to give one month 
to revival and colportage work in the bounds of this Asso- 
ciation. The work was to have begun the 2nd Sunday in 
August, but was hindered on account of rain and the ill- 
ness of Bro. Finley. The work may be done later on as the 
arrangement still stands. 

The Board would recommend that the ASSOCIATIONAL 
WorkER be continued as the best medium of communica- 
tion among our poople.

4- ¢ Moderator shall be entitled to the same priv- 
ilege of speaking as other members, but shall not vote unless 
his vote be necessary to decide the question. If he rises{to 
speak, he shall call some brother to take the chair. “> 

5. All questions brought before the Association shall 
be introduced by motion. When a subject has been taken 
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up and a reasonable time allowed for discussion, the Moder- 
ator shall call for a vote, and if a call fora division be made, 
it shall be decided by the members rising. 

6. Any member desiring to speak shallrise and ad- 
dress the Moderator. Only one member will be allowed to 
speak at a time, who shall not be interrupted while speak- 
ing unless he depart from the subject or make personal re- 
flections. 

7.4 No‘ person shall speak more than once upon any 
subject until all who wish to speak shall have had an op- 
portunity, nor more than twice upon any subject without 
permission. 

8. All subjects introduced for discussion shall be dis- 
posed of before another shall be offered, unless it be laid 
over by motion, with the consent of the mover and the As- 
sociation. 

9. The Association shall in all cases be governed by a 
majority of the members present, except in reception of 
churches, then a unanimous vote shall be required. But in 
no case shall one member or church prevent the reception 
of a church without cause shown, which shall be determin- 
ed by a majority. 

10. The names of members shall be called when the 
Association shall direct and absentees marked. Any mem- 
ber wishing to retire shall obtain permission of the Moder- 
ator. 

11. The appellation of ‘‘Brother’’ shall be used in ad- 
dressing each other and only Scripture titles in our minutes. 

12. Any member violating these rules shall be subject 
to reproval by the Moderator, but only on the day the 
breach shall have been made. 

13. Amendments or alterations may be made to these 
rules when a majority may deem it necessary.
